in former times : Whereas Sermons ave the onely meancs 19 


unnble men cc. 


To this I ſay F-ſ, Thatan after-age may , without 
offence, |carne tv avoyd any vilible Inconventence oblerved 
wche torimer. And there was viſible Incenventence obſerved 
an mens former flocking to Sermons in Infeited places. 

Secondly, This was no particular CA of the Prelates; 
but the buſineſſe was debated at the Conncell-T able being a 
matter of Szaze, as well as of Religiow. And it was conclu- 
ded for no Ser ons iu thoſe infet*cd places,vpon this Reaſon ; 
Thar rnfecte . Perſons or Families knowne in their owne P4- 
riſhes, mig'1c not take occalion upon thoſe by-dayes to run 
to orher Chnreher, where they were not knowne , as my 
utc 
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uſe todoe,to hearc ſome humorous men preach; For on the 
Swndayes, when they better kept rheir owne Churches : rhe 
danger is nor {o great altogether. 

Nor Thirdly is that truc, that Sermons arc the Onel 
memes 0 bumblemen. For though the preaching of Gods 
word, where itis performed according to his ordnance, be 
a great mcanes of many good effects in the ſoules of Men 
Yer no Sermons arethe only meanes to humble Mca. And 
ſome of their Sermons arc httcr a greatdealc tor other ope- 
rations : Naincly , to ſtirre up ſedition, as you may ſce by 
M. Bartens, forthis his printed Libe# was a Sermon fiſt, 
and a Zibelſtoo, And'tis the beſt part of a Fait roabſtaine 
from ſuch Sermons.

Seconaly,it there had beenc any Innovarion in it,the Pre- 
lates naincd not the day ; my Lord Keeper , I mult appeate ra 
your Lordſhip.: The day was fir(t named by your Lordſhep, 
as the »ſuall, and firteſt day. And yer I darc ſay, and ſweare 
too, that y our.
